Vandenberg Disclaims 
White House Ambitions 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Feb. 8—(4)—U. S. Sen. Vandenberg, 
Republican, Michigan, declared Saturday, “I am not a candidate for 
the Republican presidential nomination, don’t expect to be and 


have no wish to be.” 

Michigan’s senior Senator, here 
for an address before the State 
Republication convention, made 
his statement at a press conference 
and added, “but a man would be 
entirely numb if he were insen- 
sible to the compliment the sug- 
gestion implies.” 

Taking heed of reports that his 
native State would boom him for 
the presidential nomination in 
1948, Vandenberg said in his 
speech prepared for delivery at 
noon: 

“The success of the Republican 
party is my only interest in 1948. 
I charge you to ignore all consid- 
erations of localized allegiance, if 
such there generously be, and 
when the time _ appropriately 
comes, to join freely in the na- 
tionwide Republican quest for the 
best available next President of 
the United States.” 

On world issues, Vandenberg 
said: “We shall not disarm alone. 
We shall take no sweetness and 
light for granted behind the iron 
curtain which still blacks out great 
sectors of the earth. But we will 
joyfully match the utmost limits 
of disarmament to which other 
great powers will go, if there be 
summary disciplines which guar- 
antee against bad faith.” 

“In the greatest exhibition of 
international good will since time 
began,” Vandenberg said, ““Amer- 
ica is prepared to abandon the 
advantage of the atom bomb if, 
and when this renunciation is pro- 
tected by totally and provable 
competent inspections and con- 
trols, if, as and when the world 
in general—and Soviet Russia in 
particular—agrees to swift and 
conclusive punishment which shall 
stop treachery at its source. 

“This is our price; and the price 
must be paid. We shall not trust 
alone to fickle words. Too many 
words, as at Yalta and at Pots- 
day and in Poland at this very 
hour, have been distorted out of 
all pretense of integrity. We ask 
nothing for ourselves. We ask 
everything for peace.” 

He told newsmen in a precon- 
verition press conference that his 
remarks on domestic issues did 
not mean he was less interested in 
the success of the United Nations 
Organization as a means of lasting 
peace.

Georgia Wife, Back From Berlin, 
Sums It Up: Heavenly To Be Home 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY 


Unspeakable weather, neighbors that peer at 
you from behind their curtained windows, maids 
that are competent but don’t understand a word 
you Say.. 

That's Berlin as a homecoming Georgia wife 
found it and she sums it up this way: “Oh, very 
interesting—wouldn’t have missed it for the world! 
But isn't it heavenly to be home?” 

Mrs. Charles H. Finch, the first Georgia wife 
and mother to come home from Berlin after a 
postwar sojourn there with her Army husband, 
was back at 870 Wildwood Rd., N. E., Friday— 
and “simply suffocating from the heat. " 

Fight months in Berlin, where her three-month- 
old son. Kenton, was born at a U. S. Army hos- 
pital, inured Mrs. Finch to cold and she found even 
Atlanta’s unseasonably cold weather downright 
balmy when she landed at the Municipal Airport 
Friday morning. Mrs. Finch and Kenton joined 
Mr. Finch here at the home of his mother, where 
he has been since his return from Germany in 
January. 

They came by transatlantic plane, the only 
American passengers in a planeload of frauleins 
coming to this country to marry American Gls. 

“Fraternization has been unbanned, you know,” 
commented Mrs. Finch, the former Miss Jeanne 
Creglow, of Illinois. 

Mrs. Finch doesn’t think her picture of Berlin 
is exactly a fair one because she lived in a cen- 
trally heated house provided by the Army and 
fed her family out of the Army commissary and 
post exchange. Around her she knew that her 
German neighbors were subsisting on short rations 
and shorter fuel. 

“But somehow you don’t let yourself feel sorry 
for them, except the children and the old people, 
of course.” 

She said it was impossible to ignore the scru- 
tiny of the Germans, but she did not believe it 
was always prompted by resentment or hatred. 

“On the contrary, I didn’t blame them for resent- 
ing our use of their best homes and the fact that 
we were provided with all we needed. And a lot 
of them seemed friendly.” 

Mrs. Finch was a member of a Georgia Club 
of Army wives and, as the first homecoming mem- 
ber, brings news of many young women home to 
their families.

Overseas Brides---200 of Them--- 
Agree Atlanta's Quite

The customs ARE ‘4 bit differ- 
ent and there DOES seem to be a 
dreadful shortage of houses and 
the people simply DON’T know 
how to make tea... but, despite 
these and other lesser complaints, 
aimost 200 brides from across the

Barbee proceeded to point out 
that conflict among business em- 
ployees often has its origin in fam- 
ily conflicts. He says a person 
who fights at home probably will 
stay “in a fighting mood all day,” 
and efficiency is thus cut. 

“There would be less turnover 
in employment,” he added, “if em- 
ployees had more satisfaction in 
their home life, for they would be 
better satisfied at their work.” 

Barbee stressed .that the family 


is an economic as well as a social 


unit, since more than 85 percent 


of all retail purchases are made 


iby families. He said “when a fam- 
ily breaks up through divorce, 
‘there _is an economic loss to busi- 
ness.” 

“Most juvenile crime,” he con- 
tinued, “comes from divorce—and 
the cost of dealing with juvenile 
‘crime amounts to millions of dol- 
lars annually.” 

Barbee has figured that every 
divorce costs society, business and 
the taxpayer from $25,000 up. 

It is “good business” then, Bar-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—Threat- 
ened layoffs of hundreds of Geor- 
gians, employees in Atlanta and 
Rome iron foundries, were avert- 
ed Friday, Rep. James Davis, of 
the Fifth District, said when the 
Civilian Production Administra- 
ion agreed to cancel an order

caught up with 27 top Army, Navy and Marine men since the fight- 


ing stopped. 

Of the 27 who died since Ja- 
pan surrendered, 11 met violent 
deaths in accidents, nine suc- 
cumbed to heart attacks, and 
seven died of natural causes. 

They included some of the out- 
standing names of the war: Ad- 
mirals Mitschner and McCain, and 
Generals Stilwell, Patton, Patch, 
Sultan.

Taft Knocks Knutson Plan 
Of Retroactive Tax Slashes 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—(#)—Sen. Taft, of Ohio, tossed a monkey 


wrench into plans of House Republicans for a quick cutback

income taxes with an announcement Saturday he will oppose making 
any reduction effective before July 1. 


This would halve the $3,500,000,- 
000 reduction which a 20 percent 
cut would make over a full calen- 
dar year, and would keep pay roll 
withholding taxes at their present 
level for the first half of 1947. 
After July 1 they would drop by 
whatever percentage Congress de- 
cides, 

For persons who pay their full 
year’s taxes in advance March 15, 
the Senator proposed rebates later 
covering the last six months of the 
year. 

This stand by Taft, Chairman of 
the Senate Republican Policy 
Committee and a member of the 
Finance Committee, collided di- 
rectly with the announced inten- 
tion of Chairman Knutson, Repub- 
lican, Minnesota, of the House 
Ways and Means Committee to 
rush through a tax bill making 
reductions retroactive to Jan. 1. 
Knutson’s Committee has ordered 
brief hearings beginning Feb. 19. 


These will be limited to Treas- 
ury and Internal Revenue officials, 
but Knutson invited all persons 
“interested in the question of tax 
reduction” to file briefs outlining 
their arguments. 

In explaining the decision to 
limit the hearings, Knutson said, 
“To prolong the hearings indefi- 
nitely might make it necessary to 
defer reductions on withholding 
tax to May 1 or even later.” 

Meanwhile Taft has not com- 
mitted himself to any particular 
method of attaining the overall 20 
percent cut.

When the horse moved out of the scrub into 
the vast field of sage, with the wind making it 
move like a golden. sea, I knew that it was one of 

the loveliest things that one may see... as good as mountains pur- 
ple with sage, or a desert seen from a plane, tawny and mighty 
in its desolation. 

The two pointers broke from it almost together, parted and 
swung off on wide, curving casts to the distant hedgerows and 
back again, hunting out the old corn field with its brown grass 
tufts and its broken, leaning stalks through which the wind blew, 
making a dry, sad music on the tiny fifes it found. 

The dogs were good. The pattern of their search was sound and 
thorough. It was good to pull up the horse and sit there, easy in 
the saddle, wondering at all the mystery of instinct and at the 
bounding joy of a good dog in his work. None of Cromwell's 
roundheads had a singleness of purpose more intent than that of a 
good bird dog in the field. And no artist is more proud to complete 
a good sound creative job than is the good dog who hunts a field 
and finds the birds, and points to say, “Here am I and they.” 

They are not all good. There are some*who are trailers, idlers, 
and inefficient. They have many human qualities. But the good 
ones are very good.

It seems to be a rule of nature that, when the sense of sight 
is taken away other senses shall become more acute, thereby in so 
far as they can, compensating for the loss of sight. 


| @ Most notable of this enhanced delicacy of the senses is in touch 


and hearing. Observe a blind and you will frequently 
notice these gifts. 

There was a blind man well khown for many years in Atlanta. 
He was a piano tuner. (Have you noticed how many blind persons 
engage in this work? Their keener sense of tone qualifies them 
especially for the task.) 

This man of whom I speak traveled daily by streetcar to*and 
from his place of work. He resented any offers of assistance by 
others. How he did it remains a mystery, on the miraculous side. 
But he would invariably know the car on the route he wanted, 
when it came along the street. He never made a mistake by board

AMIE SPEARS REYNOLDS, four, recently 
joined the ranks of “million-dollar babies,” 
when she inherited one-third of a $10,- 

000,000 fund bringing her an estimated income 
of $400,000 a year. 

The fund was left by Mamie’s great-grand- 
father, John R. McLean, wealthy -Washington 
newspaper publisher who died in 1916. 

After his death, the income from this fund 
went to his son, Edward B. McLean. When Eac- 
ward died in 1941, the fund was divided among 
his two sons and his daughter, Evalyn, who mar- 
ried former Senator Robert R. Reynolds. 

Mamie is Evalyn’s little daughter. Last Sep- 
tember, at the age of 24, Mrs. Reynolds was found 
dead in her bed with a bottle of sleeping tablets 
on a near-by table. Thus her share in the fund, 
one-third, automatically was inherited by the 
four-year-old child.

N January 4, 1931, four Memphis women sat 

down for an afternoon of bridge. When 

their pictures were in the society pages, 
which was often, they were always described as 
“attractive young matrons.” The minds of three 
of them were concentrated on the run of the 
cards, and the light gossip between rubbers. 
The mind of the fourth, 24-year-old Mrs. Blythe 
Thompson Long, daughter of a bank president, 
was on something else. 

At 5:30, when a rubber ended, Mrs. Long an- 
nounced: “I’ve got to go now. It’s been nice,” 

“Oh, stay a while,” said her hostess. “Just a 
few more hands.” 

“Sorry. I can’t. I’ve got to go home and feed 
the baby,” said Mrs. Long. 

Among young mothers the feeding of babies 
is a sacred ritual, not to be postponed, so her 
hostess didn’t argue. Blythe Thompson Long put 
on her coat and gloves, repeated that she’d had a 
pleasant afternoon, and left. As she climbed into 
her coupe she was smiling and vivacious as usual. 

This fact, her apparent sense of satisfaction 
with life and solicitude for her child, was to pre- 
sent one of the most disconcerting factors In the 
case which presently was to make her habits a 
subject of study for police officials up'and down 
the country. They have never been able to make 
her carefree demeanor that afternoon fit perfectly 
into a sound explanation of what happened to her 
after she drove away from that prosaic game 
of bridge. 

She hasn't been found since. 

At 6:30 her husband, Harry F. Long, a broker, 
called. “Has Blythe left yet?” he asked. 

“Why, she left an hour ago,” the hostess said. 

“That's funny,” said Long. “She’s not home 
yet, and the baby’s crying. It’s past his feeding 
time.” He began to call other friends of his wife. 
They hadn't seen her. He thought, well, she’s had 
a flat, or run out of gas, and he waited for the 
phone to ring. It didn’t ring. Finally, seriously 
alarmed, he called the police, 

Three hours later, Mrs. Long’s empty coupe 
was found, parked on the Hanrahan Bridge which 
crosses the Mississippi at Memphis. 

Neatly piled on the front seat was Mrs. Long’s 
coat, hat, gloves, cigarette case, and a purse con- 
taining $7.57. The key was still in the ignition 
lock. The motor was cold, indicating the car had 
stood there for some time. 

Because the swirling, dark waters of the Mis- 
sissippi were below, the first theory the Memphis 
police considered naturally was suicide. Her rela- 
tives, and her husband, insisted: “Why, she 
wouldn’t kill herself! She isn’t the type!” The 
police didn’t say anything. Their experience 
taught them suicide is unpredictable. Besides, 
there were her possessions piled on the seat. 

But no one had seen her jump. No one had 
seen her near the rail, or preparing to jump. And 
in the river they found no body, then or later. 

When the mystery became public, a dozen 
people told police they “thought” they’d seen 
Blythe Thompson Long after she left the bridge 
party. But none of them was certain. 

One man remembered that just after night- 
fall, January 4, he’d seen a woman struggling with 
two men in a car, speeding on a downtown street. 
The woman was struggling with the men, and 
screaming for help. The coupe could have been 
the Long coupe. He didn’t catch the license plates. 
The woman did resemble Mrs, Long, but he 
couldn’t be sure. Trailing the coupe was a big 
green sedan. 

So the police turned to the theory of kidnaping, 
but no ransom note was ever received. 


ANOTHER “eyewitness,” a young man, said he 
was walking across the Hanrahan Bridge at 
6 o’clock when he saw a young woman park a 
coupe on the bridge. He saw her get out of the 
car, take off her hat and coat and place them on 
the front seat. After several minutes another 
car crawled alongside, she climbed quickly into 
the rear seat, and the car roared away. 

By then the police felt there was something 
in her private life—some secret—-which if tapped 
might provide a motive for her disappearance. 

They questioned her husband, her farnily, her 
physician—-everyone who knew her well. 

The marriage of the Longs had been possibly 
the most brilliant of the past year, in Memphis 
society. She was beautiful, and wealthy. Her 
husband was popular, and also wealthy: 

The police found nothing to disprove that they 
really were “an ideal young couple.” Nor was 
there any evidence that there was “another man” 
in her life, or “another woman” in his. 

Authorities were careful about this. They 
made discreet inquiries; insistent inquiries. Thev 
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found only that both Long and his young wife 
had lived so openly, with their comings and 
goings so well known, that there was no reason 
to believe either had been closely acquainted with 
anyone not known to their friends. 

Her physician, however, was able to furnish 
interesting information. Her physician said she 
had been unduly nervous before the birth of her 
child, and nervous and depressed afterwards. Her 
teeth were abscessed, had given her considerable 
trouble--and she was afraid of pain. In particu- 
lar she was afraid of dentists. She was not quite 
the =happy girl her husband and her friends 
thought her. 

Then two railway switchmen came forward 
with a story that may in the end have been 
strangely significant, 

They said that late on the night Mrs. Long 
disappeared -they saw a woman wandering 
through the railroad yards under the Hanrahan 
Bridge. She was “tearing her hair and crying.” 
She staggered as if dazed by grief or despair. The 
switchmen couldn’t positively identify the woman 
as Blythe Thompson Long. But they did notice 
she was hatless and coatless. 


Some investigators believed the occurrence de- 
served the deepest consideration. They thought 
that a theory of coincidence should not at once 
be accepted. They said that for two women to 
have gone to that bridge in that city on the same 
day in a period of unexplained emergency was a 
possibility they could not logically accept without 
further proof to substantiate it. 

That was all the police ever found out, al- 
though the official hunt for Mrs. Long wasn’t 
abandoned for many months, and rewards were 
offered for information concerning her. 

The search for her was impressively thorough. 
State and city authorities pitched in; so did 
private detectives. The inquiries covered the 
United States, Canada and Mexico. 

Again and again, a clue seemed to lead toward 
a solution. Mrs. Long had been seen; a body 
possibly hers had been found; her abductors had 
been glimpsed with her in their custody. All the 
clues were false. 

Once, on a bus from Hot Springs to Little 
Rock, Ark., George H. Partin, a passenger, 


_was sure that another passenger was Mrs. Long. 


With another man, he confronted the woman 
he suspected. 

The woman passenger was flustered. The 
accusation was ridiculous, she said: Pressed for 
her name, she said it was Mrs. John Cuneo, of 
Little Rock. 

Police found there was no woman of that 
name in Little Rock. The bus passenger had 
deceived them. For a time the conclusion was 
that she actually was the missing Memphis 
matron as her fellow-passenger had suspected. 

The conclusion was dashed when she was con- 
fronted again. She admitted she’d given a wrong 
name. Actually, she said, she was the wife of a 
Little Rock cafe operator. Why should she give 
her name to strange men who might be confi- 
dence men or thugs? 

Most of those others were the 
result of the same kind of error 
made on ‘the bus — mistaken 
identity. Well-meaning, honest 
people, trying to be helpful to 
authorities and interested in the 
case of the tragically missing 
woman, reported they had seen 
her and hoped police would 
return her to her baby. 

The baby she never fed, that 
January night, has grown up 
He’s a tall, handsome boy, a 
high school student. Her hus- 
band has let it be known he is 
resigned to the belief she 
perished, but how she died he 
cannot imagine. Some of her 
family still hope that one day 
she’ll be found. 

What she intended, that eve- 
ning when she totaled up her 
score, and so cheerfully left the 
bridge party, is still an utter 
mystery. From the evidence, 
it is unlikely she was murdered, 
kidnaped, or ran away with 
another man. 

When the possibilities of mur- 
der and kidnaping have been 
exhausted, it is assumed the 
missing person has found the 
present life too complicated or 
difficult to longer endure. Sui-

cide is the complete and final ftiight. And just 
plain running away is desertion in the face of the 
enemy, life. 

Since the river never gave up Mrs. Long's 
body, suicide seems as improbable as kidnaping 
or murder. There is one open trail—flight into 
another life. 

That home on Evergreen Street, in Memphis, 
broad and gabled, with big rooms, a driveway 
and an expanse of lawn, was a place such as 
average American girls often dream of as ideal 
if within it the happiness of a husband and a 
child can be found. 

Only Mrs. Long can. tell—-or could tell 
whether she found happiness there. On that 
question may rest the answer whether or not she 
vanished of her own free will. 

If she did decide to vanish, perhaps she 
stopped her car on Hanrahan Bridge, that evening, 
intending to throw herself over the rail, for a 
secret reason in the depths of her.mind. TPossibly 
she found she couldn’t do it. It’s possible, too, 
that she found herself unable to return to that 
seemingly so pleasant home in Evergreen Street. 

Torn by this indecision, no longer able to 
cope with the emotions of her secret world, she 
was either stricken with amnesia, anesthetizing 
her memory, or she fled headlong into a second 
life. She walked off the bridge, down inio the 
railroad yards, and then disappeared. America 


is a vast country, and its 140,000,000 inhabitants 
are mostly incurious about their neighbors. 


HE may have remarried, without remember- 
ing or without choosing to remember she was 
once married, had a fine home, a husband, a boy. 
She may have found a career in business. She 
may be the quiet seamstress who lives in the 


‘apartment upstairs, or she may be the talkative 


waitress in the cafe down the block. 
She has never been declared legally dead, and 
indeed she may be very much aiive.

HEN a Vermont judge 
handed down a divorce de- 
cree nisi the other day in 

Windham County Court at Newfane,

Not that The Macneil’s alleged fi- 
nancial foray had “pang aft a-gley”’ 
entirely. The $127,009 his wife, Marie 
the former widow of New York's 
Congressman Trederick Hicks, says 
She gave to Robert Lister Macneil, 
her spouse of noble lineage, curing 
their brief life together, is a sizable 
sum. But now that he’s gotten the 
divorce, he will not be receiving any 
more revenue from her rents. 

That $127,000 fiemure shipped out 
last year when ‘The Macneil first 
petitioned the courts of Washington, 
I>) ¢., for a divorce and an accounting 
of certain pre-nuptial financial agree 
ments that, so he clainred, she hadn't 
lived up to. 

[he Macneil traces his noble 
lineage down from Niall of the Nine 
Llostages, Rory the ‘Turbulent, Black 
Roderic the Unjust and other swash 
buckling pirate chiefs of the Outer 
Hebrides. He also had the privilege 
of wearing the bright tartans of other 
brawny and’ law-flouting gentry of 
long ago like Roderic the Gentle and 
toderic, Dove of the West, 

But according to Marie the cen 
turies of civilization in between 
hadn't refined his hereditary and 
piratical instincts. In replying to his 
suit in Washington she said, in effect, 
that he had made his last raid on her 
bankroll. 

That suit finally was dismissed 
“without prejudice,” the polite legal 
way of saying it could be instituted 
somewhere else 

So The Macneil reopened the case 
in his home territory of Vermont 

The Macneil won his freedom on 
testimony that he and his wife had 
lived apart for more than three years 
and that resumption of marital rela 
tions was not probable. 

A secret property settlement was 
reached outside of court. The rumor 
was that “she kee»os what she’s got 
and he keeps what he’s got.” 

Marie was forbidden to marry for 
two years unless her ex-spouse died. 
She can use the historic name even 
though The Macneil petitioned that 
this right be denied her. 

Some folks say that all the 
Macneil’s financia! troubles stem 
from his passionate love for the land 
of his ancestors. Clan Macneil lost 
its island. home more than 100 years 
ago when the kelp industry failed. 
The 41st chieftain of Barra, son of 
Roderie the Gentile (who had fought 
in the American Kevolution), had to 
sell ancestral’ Kisimul Castile and 
move to this country 

Michigan-born Robert Lister Mac 
neil succeeded his artist father, 
Roderic Ambrose, as the 45th Mac 
neil, back in 1915. Robert, an archi- 
tect, then was 26. He vowed some 
day to regain the crumbling castle 
and restore the honor of the clan. 

The depression of the 1930s, how- 
ever, bounced him out of architecture 
and into a $4,000 a year bank clerk’s 
job. He was a widower of 43 with 
three children, Joan, Kathleen and 
Iain, when he met the 48-year-old 
Marie, a wealthy widow. She had 
one son, Frederick. 

They were married at 
ceremonies in the nation’s capital. 

The next year, The Macneil’s 
friends heard that his rich wife had 
bought him the ancestral acres of

Barra. They didn’t learn until later, 
however, that the marriage already 
was teetering. In 1941; it really nose- 
dived but the warring coup kept 
things private until 1945 when The 
Macneil made his first foray into 
court. He was bent then on collecting 
$4,000 a year income as manager of 
his wife’s estate, certain rentals from 
her Washington property and a 
Signed and sealed decree. 

Marie’s legal retort was that she’d 
never wanted him to quit his job to 
Manage her properties at the same 
salary, as he claimed. 

‘The Macneil alleged further that 
she promised to buy the estates on 
Barra and deed them to him “in con- 
sideration of the marriage.” But the 


best she did, so he said, was advance 
$21,500 in cash for half the 12,000 
acres, including Kisimul Castle.

‘The Maeneil charged further that 
she failed to put up her half of the 
taxes on his nostalgically named 
Barra House, in Marlboro, Vt. 
Furthermore, he charged she had 
removed the bed pillows after they'd 
separated, also a life-sized portrait of 
himself, its frame, a complete set of 
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purple china, a silhouette of himself 
and his children, goblets from Kisi 
inul Castle, a small piano, andirons 
and a highboy. 

Marie geplied that she had put 
$6,000 to $7,000 into Barra House but 
that he had collected rentals and 
profits with no accounting for her 
half interest, 

As for his charge that she had 
deserted him, he left her, she said. 

The Macneil’s support, she fig- 
ured, had cost her $90,000 plus an 
extra $10,000 for his children.

If Bernhard didn’t share her en- 
thusiasm, that was understandable. 
The chemical stews Mrs. Nyman 
cooked up night after night didn’t 
sharpgn the appetite. : 

From that time on, the housewives 
Mrs. Nyman called on were something 
more than mere prospects. They be- 
came partners of sorts, testing he 
concoctions and giving advice. 

Then late in 1931 she hit upon the 
right combination of ingredients. The 
blue fluid distillate from a brew of 11 
different chemicals cleaned 90 per 
cent of the painted surfaces she tried. 

In February, 1932, she sold 200 
bottles of her cleaner, and the follow. 
ing month received 40 repeat orders.

“There, there, dearie, don't cry.

And a little later she borrowed 
$100 on her old automobile— agreeing 
to pay $49 interest!—-and she and 
Bernhard moved into half of an 
abandoned speakeasy that rented for 
$30 a month. For $55 they equipped 
the other half as a factory and started 
in business with S15 capital. 

It wasn't until vhen Sales 
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totaled $18,000, that Vera Nyman 
stopped ringing doorbells.

Hk use of radio-phosphorus, a product of 

atomic research, is among the new treat- 

ments for skin cancer. Moreover, it is a new 
aid to science in the investigation of the primary 
and contributory causes of skin and other types 
of cancer. 

Skin cancer is an “industrial disease” in the 
sense that men working around gasoline, coal 
tar, lubricating oils and certain dyes are exposed 
to cancer-causing hydrocarbons. 

Exposure to X-rays, highly penetrating ultra- 
violet and other radiations, such as from radium 
and atomic energy piles, and even sunshine car- 
ries danger of:skin eancer. 

Blondes must especially beware of excessive 
sunbathing, for they are more prone to this 
disease than are persons of darker skin. 

Fortunately skin cancer is curable in most 
cases, if it is diagnosed and treated properly in 
the early stages. Unfortunately it can strike any- 
one, anywhere. ‘Too many intelligent people, in- 
cluding doctors, neglect its early symptoms. 

A New York scientist, quite familiar with can 
cer, met an old friend, a cancer specialist. ‘“Jim,”’ 
said the physician, “What're you doing for that 
little cancer below your eye?” 

Shocked and aroused from his complacency.con 
cerning the tiny tumor, which had neither itched 
nor pained, the scientist went to the Memoria! 
Hospital where the diagnosis of tancer was con 
firmed. Under competent treatment; a complete 
cure was made. , 

Fully 90 to 95 per cent of all skin cancers can 
be cured under proper treatment, according to Dr. 
Haves Martin, of Memorial Hospital, New York. 


Until now the removal of cancerous tissues by 
surgery and their destruction by X-rays or the 
gamma-rays of radium have been the standard 
treatment for skin cancer. 

A new treatment, consisting of the applica- 
tion of radio-phosphorus to the skin cancer, was 
developed by. Prof. Bertram Low-Beer, of the 
department of radiology, University of California 
Medical School, San Francisco. 

With an eye-dropper, a solution of phosphorus 
32 —the radioactive, “radium-like’” phosphorus 
prepared by atomic bombardment in the cyclotron 

is spread on a thin blotter, then allowed to 
dry. The blotter piece is cut to fit the size of 
the skin tumor, and then is applied like a bandage 
with adhesive tape. It remains on f cancerous 
spot for four or five days, deper®fing on the 
physician's estimate of the time needed for remov- 
ing the diseased tissues. 

The radio-phosphorus atoms hurl out “beta- 
rays,” that is streams of tiny, electrical electron 
bullets of tremendous speed and energy, which 
penetrate down to slightly less than half an inch 
into and under the skin. ‘Two types of skin cancer 

“basal cell carcinoma” and “hyperkeratosis” 
as well as noncancerous warts on hands, soles of 
feet, under the fingernails and other sites of the 
skin have been cleared up. Successful results 
were obtained in 98 to 100 per cent cases in a 
large series of patients with cancer, 

Another, purely chemical treatment has been 
developed by Drs. Joseph C. Amersbach and Elsie 
Walter of New York Post Graduate Hospital, 
Columbia University, and Dr. George Sperti of 
Cincinnati. 

They have prepared extracts, by boiling, from 
beef spleens and lamb livers, which are injected 
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into and around the skin cancers once a week for 
from three to 30 times in nearly 50 cases. In one 
group of patients, 17 were treated, and in 11 cases 
the cancer completely disappeared; two others im 
proved markedly, and in the remaining patients 
the progress was so slow that surgery was 
performed. 

By use of extracts the normal growth processes 
overcome the cancer. 

Prevention of skin cancer, as of any other 
cancer, is far more important than treatment. 

At the Barnard Free Skin and Cancer Hos- 
pital, St. Louis, Prof. E. V. Cowdry, the director, 
and his colleagues, Drs. M. G. Seelig, A. R. Gopal, 
Ayengar, Carruthers, Suntzeff, Copper and others 
have been investigating the condition of the body 
cells before they turn cancerous. 

A significant fact which has been found ‘is 
this: the more the body cells lose iron, calcium, 
copper, zinc, cholesterol, biotin (a vitamin) and 
thymonucleic acid the more they tend to become 
cancerous. The intermediate stage between harm 
less overgrowth and cancer can be distinguished 
by tests based on the discovery. * 

Whether prevention of cancer can be accom- 
plished by supplying the above chemicals to the 
body remains to be determined. 

How can you help yourself in the prevention 
of skin cancer and its speedy, sure cure in case 
it occurs? ‘The St. Louis experts say: 

“Beware of the pigmented mole. If you have, 
anywhere on your skin, a black, blue or bluish 
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black or dark brown mole that is not hairy, *be 
Vigilant about it. If such a mole shows any 
change in color or any tendency to increase, o1 
if it is located in any part of the body which is 
subject to continuous irritation, such as rubbing 
by collar button, waist band or belt, Shoes, abra 
sion from the razor, then consult a competent 
skin cancer specialist. 

“If in his judgment it is dangerous, it should 
be removed by surgery. X-rays cannot destroy 
all the cells of the mole that may be dangerous 
The electrical needle treatment for moles should 
never be attempted. It is one of the worst things 
you can do to a mole, to stir it up with a needle 

“Remember, babies are in preater danger ol 
fatal cancer than adults. Skin cancer grows mos! 
rapidly in the youngest babies and most slowly 
in elderly persons.” 

The ultra-violet rays of the sun are liable to 
start skin cancer. As already stated, blond people 
suffer more than those whose darker pigment 
prevents the ray injuries. 

In 75 to 80 per cent cases, skin cancers are 
found in the body areas which are most exposed 
to the sun and the weather, wind and salt spray 
or plain dirt. ‘The face, especially the bridge ol 
the nose, and the neck are common cancer sites

F THOMAS A, EDISON were still 
alive. he would be 100 years old 
next Tuesday Feb. 11 

In anticipation of that occasion I, 
as executor of his estate, opened 
his roll-top desk, which I locked and 
séaled on the day of his death, 16 
years ago. I made an inventory of its 
oddly Seeeeee contents, and at the 
request of The American Weekly, I 
have set down in the following para- 
graphs the story of this famous desk 

why it was sealed, what it contains. 

In his joking way, Mr. Edison 
often said he didn’t intend to stop 
working until he was 100. ‘That is 
why I sealed the desk on October 18, 
1931, and kept it undisturbed all these 
years in his library and office in 
West Orange, N.J. Thus I symbol- 
ized his wish to stay on the job until 
he had rounded out a century. 

Mr. Edison was always two men 
to me. As my father, he was warmly 
human, fun-loving parent and friend. 
In his second role, he was the great 
scientist and inventor, whose achieve. 
ments were no less wondrous and 
magical to me than to the world. 

Here was his desk--the desk of 
the man who gave the world electric 
lighting, the central power station, 
the phonograph, the motion picture, 
the storage battery and a thousand 
and one other things which he in- 
vented for the better living of man- 
kind. Here was the desk he had used 
for exactly half his life, ever since 
his employes gave it to him in 1889. 

There were the pigeonholes, care- 
fully labeled—‘“Disc Records,” “Ex- 
periments,” “Dealers,” etc.-then 
stuffed with anything at all. There 
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Systematic and Methodical About Everything He Did, Edison Had Each 
Pigeonhole in His Desk Carefully Labeled. 


were the hundreds of letters, memo- 
randa, drawings, photographs—tfiled 
and forgotten—-and the other things 
—grownup editions of what a small 
boy might carry in his pockets. 

some of the documents may prove 
important. We will not know about 
that until they have undergone the 
same expert scrutiny as the 2,500 or 
so notebooks in which he recorded 
his experiments and which we stored 
in a bombproof vault during World 
War IL. 

Most of the memoranda were 
chemical formulae’ relating. I think, 
to the search for rubber on which he 
was working at the time of his death, 
His interest in discovering a domes 
tic source of rubber stemmed from 
World War I when a shortage of 
crude rubber threatened to undermine 
our nation’s ability to defend itself. 

With remarkable accuracy, he pre- 
dicted that our next war would be 
against Japan and that rubber supply 
would be an even more vital compe 
nent of warfare. Hence, at the age 
of 80, more than 20 years ago, he un 
dertook the study of botany. 

He tackled his task according to 
the methods of organized, coopera- 
tive research which he had devised in 
the days when the inventor was 
strictly an individual, working secret- 
Jy and alone. His methods, his “or- 
ganized research” used in most labo- 
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ratories today and which no less an 
authority than Charles Kettering 
says is Mr. Edison’s greatest contri. 
bution to science, ruled oul any pre 
conceptions as to what plants would 
work and what wouldn't 

lie worked with 17,000 
the four years remaining to him 
After he left his desk for the last 
time in June, 1931, helpers reported 
to his bedside until a few days before 
his death in October. 

Of the 17,000 plants, 1,200 seemed 
possible, 40 practical, and goldenrod 
was the best so far as he got. By 
selective breeding he had increased 
its rubber content from 4 to 12 per 
cent. He had long before discarded 
guayule, which the government tried 
in World War II, because, while its 
rubber content was 20 per cent, it 
took four years to produce. Golden- 
rod took three months to produce. 

His desk contained some wedges 
of vulcanized goldenrod rubber. They 
made me wonder whether, perhaps in 
some not-too-distant year when our 
petroleum reserve is so reduced as 
to prohibit its use for making syn- 
thetic rubber, the research that Mr. 
Edison did on goldenrod rubber may 
not chart the path for new seekers 
of a domestic rubber. source. 

Illustrative of Mr. Edison’s atti- 
tude toward invention is the jar of 
jelly on the desk labeled “Carissa 
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Jelly, made by Mrs. Stevens, July 10, 
1928, from fruit at Chapman Field. 
Jonas saved the seeds.” My fathe: 
never regarded an invention as 
achieved unless it was commercially 
feasibie, and never as perfected un 
less the by-products were useful. This 
jar of jelly was a by-product of his 
rubber research at Ft. Myers, Florida, 
where he was trving out hundreds 
of plants. Carissa is an ornamental 
Shrub of Africu and Australia. None 
of us knows how the Jelly tastes 
In the lower left-hand drawe}) 
a quantity of phials labeled “uranium 
bromide and bichromate of 
nia,”’ “acetate of 'tead and 
cyanide,” ete. Evidently this was one 
of his experiments, and the experts 
may be able to find out its pul pose. 
liems found in the “New ‘Things 
pigeonhole included a lot that weren't 
new when he filed them memoranda 
on the solubility of various metals, 
for example, connected with efforts 
to improve the high-discharge bat- 
tery, something he returned to again 
and again. He believed in constantly 
trying new applications of old things 
and methods. He said the world badly 
needed to reinvent things, that be 
cause a new thing filled the needs of 
its time was no Sign it was the best 
way of filling the needs of all time. 
In his handwrjting is a claim for 
a patent to improve the quality of 
music from phonograph records. 
Most authorities place first in im- 
portance some phases of his incan 
descent light and distribution-of-pow 
er inventions—But his favorite inven 
tion was the phonograph, and he was 
Always trying to improve it.

Later, he 
this collection and never ceased 
to mourn it. 

Nothing seemed to him too unim.- 
portant to invent or improve; few 
people realize for example that he 
invented yvummed paper tape tor 
wrapping parcels, and waxed paper, 
the housewives’ friend. 

I got a small shock when two 
fountain pens came to light. Several 
years medium wrote in that 
he had communicated with Mr. Edi- 
son in his celestial laboratory and

Father rarely if ever used a foun 
tain pen, so Il was intrigued by the 
mysterious. possibilities of finding 
two pens, new and unused.

As 1 have said, we chose this date 
to open the desk because Mr. Edison 
had always said he wouldn't retin 
until he was 100. I like to think that 
in a way he’s still on the job—that he 
hasn't yet retired and never will re- 
tire. His inventions helped bring us 
through the war, and are working 
for us all right now 

Other things in his desk may be 
filed helter-skelter, but in its prope: 
place is One of his famous notebooks, 
new and blank, waiting for his pencil.

Mother and Father had coffee cups like 
these. Then, of course, there was no 
Libby's Tomato Juice to put vitamins 
and sparkling flavor into breakfast.

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ECENTLY two boys started a 
bonfire “for fun” on the roof 
of an abandoned icehouse in New 
York City which resulted in the death 
of 37 people when ‘the old building 
collapsed and crushed an adjoining 
apartment house with its inhabitants. 

Only a few days before this hor- 
rible tragedy, some boys set fire to 
an old school in the- Bronx. Luckily, 
no one was in the building at: the 
time. 

It isn’t only kids who start fires 
“for fun” and endanger lives and 
property. 

A neatly dressed young man 
leaned against a tree in Brooklyn, 
late one night not long ago, watch- 
ing a home go up in ‘flames. 

As the fire engines came clanging 
down the street, the young man ex- 
citedly approached a fire marshal and 
said: “If you’ll hurry with me, we'll 
put out the fire.” 

Several other fires had recently 
broken out at night in that same resi- 
dential district. Because of that and 
the young man’s excessive excite- 
ment, the marshal was suspicious. 

Taken to the fire marshal’s office, 
the young man confessed that he 
was the culprit. 

A college graduate, about 22 years 
old and the son of a physician, he was 
anything but a criminal type. When 
he was asked why he had set fire to 
homes, his reply was, “I wanted ex- 
citement whenever I had a drink.” 

Pyromaniacs, inflamed by drink, 
are fairly common. But there are 
many other types. 

In Absecon, N. J., five volunteer 
firemen, including the fire chief and 
a garbage collector, suffered boredom 
and set fire to several buildings so 
they could use their equipment. 

According to Thomas P. Brophy, 
Chief Fire Marshal in charge of New 
York’s Bureau of Fire Investigation, 
who solved the case of. the icehouse 
disaster and ef the college man among 
thousands of others, pyromaniacs be- 
come very active during a full moon. 
Chief Brophy doesn’t want to specu- 
late why, but his records, kept care- 
fully since he had established the 
bureau in the Fire Department in 
1915, show that. 

Of all kinds of firebugs, the pyro- 
maniac is the hardest to apprehend, 
according to Brophy, because they 
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are exceptionally clever and don’t 
have the usual motives of arsonists. 

A pyromaniac is sure to attend the 
fire he has set. As a fire investigator 
is usually present, he keeps his eyes 
open for people who seem to be yn- 
duly excited or are especially eager 
to help put out the fire--pyromaniacs 
like to pose as heroes. 

More loss to property is caused by 
pyromaniacs throughout the coun- 
try, says Chief Brophy, than is pgen- 
erally believed. But the menace of 


non-maniacal firebugs is more seri- 
ous, Most numerous are those who set 
fires for profit, and the worst of the 
lot are criminals like Luigi Raffa. 

Qn July 10, 1931, Raffa lured a 
Bowery derelict, Earl Spencer Fox, 
92, from Syracuse, N. Y., to his bun 
galow in The Bronx with a promise 
of giving him a job. There Raffa 
plied Fox with liquor until the young 
man was almost out. In this condi- 
tion, Raffa put him to bed, poured 
alcohol over him and set him on fire. 
But Fox was still conscious enough 
to escape through a window. A week 
later he died——-after he had a chance 
to tell the story to the police. 

Raffa was caught months later. He 
had overinsured his home and fur- 
niture and had taken out a life in- 
surance policy with a double-indem- 
nity provision in case of accidental 
death. This money he wanted to leave 
his wife and children so that he could 
elope with another woman. ‘To carry 
out his scheme, he found the unfor.- 


tunate Fox who was of the same build 
as Kaffa. ‘The plot miscarried and 
Raffa was executed for murder. 

Incendiarism for insurance is not 
an unusual practice 

Fire departments 
pate some commercial fires at times 
of fashion changes Change in 
styles, such as in wearing apparel 
and furniture, causes unsel] 
able items that could be replaced with 
fire insurance money. 

Incendiary fires in homes to col 
lect insurance lately have dropped ap 
preciably, for now money is poor balm 
when market shortages make it dil- 
ficult to replace a home. 

Many fires are set to 
crime or destroy incriminating rec 
ords such as business books with a 
bearing on tax problems. But medi- 
cal investigators today are able to 
identify bodies charred beyond recog: 
nition, and burned papers can be re 
constructed In modern laboratories, 

Frequently revenge and jealousy 
motivate arson. In trying to get rid 
of a co-worker*she hated, a woman 
attandant set fire to a hospital in 
Evansville, Ind., resulting in the loss 
of eight lives. In Pontiac, Mich., a 
15-year-old girl set fires to 40 homes 
in the hope of implicating a neighbor. 

Child arsonists are not uncommon. 
After investigating 60 such children 
In Bellevue Hospital in New York, 
Dr. Helen Yarnell reported that fre 
quently backward children with a 
hatred for and teachers de 
velop the desire to set fire to schools. 

Chief Brophy and his deputy, Mar: 
tin Seott, whose job is to discover 
and prosecute firebugs and prevent 
fires of incendiary origin, have a set 
of rules designed to help prevent 
fires in homes. 

The rules are l. Keep street 
doors locked; 2. Remove baby car 
riages, rubbish and_ inflammables 
from hallways; 3. Keep all stairways 
clear; 4. Report promptly all sus- 
piceious prowlers.

ACE track customs differ in the vari- 
ous states. In Kentucky, for instance, 
a Hard Booter Colonel, out to improve 
the breed, will ring for a waiter in the 
clubhouse dining room and command: 
“Fix mea julep, George, and see that 
the glass is well frosted.” In Maryland,-on the 
other hand, the command would be: “Fix mea 
steeplechase race, Howard, and see that the 
favorite doesn’t fall until the last jump.” 

That used to be a custom in Maryland, it 
should be explained, until George P. Mahoney, 
chairman of the State facing Commission, 
smashed a jockeys’ ring by ruling seven jump 
riders off the turf for life, at the same time 
banishing a trainer and suspending a jockey’s 
agent for one year. 

Maryland is known as the Free State but many 
horsemen and jockeys had been interpreting the 
term too broadly. 

They thought it meant freedorn to dope horses, 
run ringers and fix races. 

Then Mahoney stepped in and caring. not on 
whose toes he trod began swinging his shillelah 
with such telling effect that the snakes identified 
with racing in his state slitheici out of his juris- 
diction like the serpents in ancient Erin tleeing 


before St. Patrick and his bishop’s crook. 

November 30th, 1945, “Getaway Day” at Pim- 
lico, Baltimore’s ancient hilltop track, found the 
course sloppy from heavy rains. 

The day was made to order for a “boat race,” 
which is turf jargon for an event that is planned 
in advance by the jockeys. Getaway Day, when 
the racing season closes, is known as the Vulgar 
Boatmen’s Regatta Day. Then it is that the 
larcenous elements connected with the track are 
supposed to cook up their fanciest schemes, so 
they will have money to ship to the next stop on 
the racing wheel. 

Steeplechase riders, because of the compara- 
tively small number of jump events scheduled in 
proportion to flat races, are the stepchildren of 
the riding fraternity, the exceptions being gentle- 
men jockeys who compete just for the sport of it. 

Because the professional jump riders don’t get 
many chances to make money, it is natural to 
assume that the temptation would be stronger for 
them to “listen to a proposition” than it is in the 
case of flat race jockeys. 

At any rate, whether rightly or wrongly, turf 
fans long ago formed this opinion and they view 
the hedge-hoppers with extreme skepticism.

sion, himself a horseman wise in the ways of the 
turf, didn’t need the report of one of his inspectors 
that a gambling coup was in the making for 
Pimlico’s Getaway Day to have his suspicions 
aroused. All he had to do was watch the queer 
trend of the betting on the third race, a two and a 
quarter mile claiming event over the jump course 
to suspect that a fine kettle of kippers was 
cooking. 


ALA REIGH was the standout horse in the 

race, but heavy bets pouring into the machines 
on an inconsistent hedge-hopper named MaMie’s 
Lad had knocked the price of that gelded moun- 
tain goat from 10 to 1 down to 5 to 2. 

To Chairman Mahoney, an expert handicapper, 
this suggested the sonorous strains of “The Volga 
Boatman.” 

To Set. Ulysses Bolingbroke Huff of the Balti 
more city police who had been assigned to the 
track by his superiors and was on the lookout 
for shenanigans, it suggested that he had better 
keep an extra observant eye peeled for extraordi- 
nary occurrences in the third race. 

What the sergeant saw peeled his eyes almost 
down to the core. First time around, Gala Reich, 
ridden by F. Passmore, was so far ahead, it 
looked as if he could have won hopping the rest 
of the distance on his hind. legs. From his vantage 
point, the sergeant was moved to exclaim: “What 
goes in the Free State this gloomy November 
afternoon?” 

Jockey Passmore was trying out what looked 
like a new wrist exercise on his mount by jerking 
the reins, alternately, so that the horse went first 
to the right and then to the left. Meantime. 
Passmore was craning his neck like Charley 
McCarthy, trying to get a glimpse of the rest of 
the pack, far in the lurch. The sergeant said the 
others were 15 lengths back. The chart said 50 

Rounding the turn into the back stretch for 
the second lap, Passmore was still doing his wrist 
calisthenics, Sergeant Huff noticed, and then lost 
sight of him. Gala Reigh was 20 lengths to the 
good as he.bounded back into sight again round 
the far turn and Sergeant Huff observed that 
Passmore, looking back to see the lay of the land 
(or was it the lake?) pulled his horse away off 
the course. Not until MaMie’s Lad drew up almost 
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on even terms with him, did he straighten out 
and fly right once more with Gala Reigh. 

MaMie’s Lad took the last hedge a length in 
front of Gala Reigh and finished two and a half 
lengths ahead. 

“A regatta if lL ever saw one and I've feathered 
many’s the oar in Chesapeake Bay!” muttered the 
sergeant as he gave a naval salute and hustled 
off to report his suspicions to Lieut. Clarence QO. 
Forrester. 


NE by one the jockeys in the race were 

rounded up and questioned separately at 
Baltimore police headquarters during the follow- 
ing week. The story of double-crossing, corruption 
and betrayal of the pwblic that they told was 
enough to shake even a Jockey Club chairman's 
faith in racing. 

According to the story, it all 
New York gambler named “John,’’ who has never 
been identified any more closely, met Howard 
("ruz, a Steeplechase rider, and promised to take 
care of all the riders in the race with wagers on 
the winner if it could be arranged for MaMie’s 
Lad to win the third event on the é¢losing day’s 
program. Cruz proceeded with the arrangements. 

One of the hackneyed gags about steeplechase 
races is that they are run in hotel rooms the night 
This was only partly confirmed by the 
lestimony in the Pimlico Boat Race case. ‘The 
jockeys testified that they met in Room SOS in the 
Mount Royal Hotel at 10 a. m. the day of the race 
to chart the course tor the marine matinee. 

Cruz did all the “missionary” work. Apparently 
he was an experienced boat man. At any rate, he 
had been previously set down for the balance of a 
meeting at Belmont Park for restraining his 
mount in order to let another horse win. Poetic 
justice triumphed on that occasion if Cruz’s mount 
didn’t because the name of the nag he restrained 
was “Navigate.” 

All men are supposed to be equal on and under 
the turf. But this rule obviously doesn’t apply to 
boat races. Otherwise, how can one account for 
the fact that bribes of different amounts were 
offered to the six jockeys? 

Of course, it could have been that Fixer Cruz 
operated on the principle of a skilled handicapper, 
measuring the potentialities of each horse and 
jockey. 

Thus, Jockey William Owen, who rode MaMie’s 
Lad to victory by two and a half lengths~ boat 
lengths, that is, you landlubbers!——was supposed 
to have $300 riding with him on the grasshopper 
gelding. 

On the other hand, Frangis Passmore, on 
whose “honesty” in carrying: out the pact by 
strangling Gala Reigh, the best piece of horseflesh 
in the race, the success of the plot depended, was 
told that there was the nice sum of $700 poing 
for him on the winner. 
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gcort RILES on Meeting House, which finished 
third, was to get $400, the same amount as was 
to be bet for Sid O'Neill who, if he didn’t hang 
Danny Deever in the morning, hung far behind 
the pace with him in the afternoon, winding up 
in fourth place. 

Doug Banks was to have $100 bet for him 
and besides that, $50 which Cruz owed him for 
past services. Verne Haines, who rode Forest 
Ranger, must have been considered a babe in the 
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woods because he was down for a measly $100. 

Haines was also down at one of the early 
jumps and his horse finished without a rider. 
Maybe the nag was one of those talking horses 
and had overheard a conversation. 

Jockey Haines in a signed statement introduced 
at the trial said: “Cruz told me that I should take 
it a little easy and that I had a $100 bet riding on 
the horse called MaMie’s Lad. He also told me 
that MaMie’s Lad was to win. I rode in the race 
until I spilled when Forest Ranger fell. . . I didn’t 
figure that I would get anything in the first place 
but, of course, Cruz said there would be a $100 
bet on the horse and I would have taken the 
money if he offered it to me.” 

Banks swore in his statement that he agreed to 
ride his mount out of the money for the $100 bet 
to be placed for him on MaMie’s Lad. 

Cruz, who owed Banks $85 for riding another 
horse, also promised to put $50 of this on MaMie’s 
Lad for him. Banks enlivened the sordid recital by 
admitting he was poor at arithmetic and would 
have settled for any amount Cruz offered him. 

Admitting that he accepted Cruz’s proposition 
to keep his horse off the pace for a $400 bet on 
the shoo-in, MaMie’s Lad, Jockey Sid O'Neill tried 
to justify his action by saying that Danny Deever, 
his mount, was sore. 

“So I thought, being the last race of the year, 
I'd accept that because I knew I had very little 
chance of winning it, anyway,” said O'Neill, “I've 
never pulled a horse in my life but it seemed like 
money in the bank, so I accepted it,” 

Passmore, the boy with the clever wrist action, 
after explaining that Cruz had engaged him to ride 
Gala KReigh, testified that Owen, the jockey who 
rode the winner, told him, “I’m going to get you a 
bet on my horse today.” In the jockeys’ room 
that afternoon, Passmore swore that Owen said: 
“I got you a $700 bet on my horse,” and that he 
replied: “All right.” 

‘Tie told me to stop this mare (Gala Reigh), to 
put her out late,” testified Passmore. “I sent her 
to the front and tried to get the wind out of her 
which I could not do and I snapped her and lost all 
the ground | possibly could on her to keep her 
from winning. 

“After the race Owen said it was ‘nice going’ 
and I said ‘all right.’ I worried. about the race 
until after I left the dressing room for the sim 
ple reason that I got that far in front and kept 
looking back and | think a blind man could 
have seen I pulled the horse.” 

Owen's story was: “Howard Cruz asked me if I 
could win the race. I said, yes, I could win the 
race. So he came back. He said, ‘I'll tell you, I’ve 
got a friend will give me a little bet on a race if I 
win it.’ I said, ‘Il think I can win it.’ He Said, 
‘You have a bet on your horse, if you can win it.’

Pinned down, Owen admitted he knew it was a 
fixed race and that he and Passmore were worried 
after it was over that it would be exposed and they 
would be ruled off the turf. Asked how many 
races had been fixed that year, Owen replied: “I 
tell you the honest truth, you can count about two 
races that were fixed that ever worked. The fixed 
races never work.” 

Jockey Riles admitted that while he knew the 
fix was in for MaMie’s Lad, he gave with the old 
college try on Meeting House, although he had

agreed to accept a $400 bet on the winner, 

Not until Cruz himself was grilled by Lieuten 
ant Farrester did the double talk really start to 
circulate. He told of being approached while eat- 
ing his breakfast by a man he knew only as John, 
who promised him a present if he could pick the 
winner of the third race. 

Cruz described John as a 
hattan, with blond hati 

“IT said, ‘You know it’s the last day and it’s not 
exactly right’,” continued Cruz, “‘but it looks like 
easy money. I'll take a crack at it. I wasnt 
riding and as long as you are not riding, | figure 
you weren't under the jurisdiction of the Racing 
Commission,” 

Then Cruz started to 
talk. 

“The horse won. I didn’t get paid off. Every 
rider does that every year. ‘They are all good 
friends. ‘There’s nothing you can do down home. 
I have to work every day trying to get the dol 
garned farm straightened out. (kd. Note—-This 
established Cruz as an unsophisticated farm lad 
who was taken over by a city slicker.) And what 
happens? 

“I play once and I get hung for it. But. those 
fellows in there are innocent as they can be and I 
was pipe-dreaming. I’ve had some grand illusions 
on this. For every dollar you get out of it you get 
a million headaches and before you walk on a race 
track you are a thief. 

“They always have a knife in your back. You 
are lying in the hospital with a broken collar 
bone, you get $25 a week.

“Why let these touts get near the jocks ‘and 
make a big stink out of it and rufn innocent 
kids like that?: If there’s anything wrong, I did it 
Let those kids out of it.”

LTHOUGH all seven jockeys involved gnd the 

agent and trainer they implicated were sum. 
moned to attend the hearing of the case before 
the Maryland Racing Commission, on Feb. 11, 
1946, only Jockeys Riles, Owen and O'Neill and 
James F. Byrne, the jockeys’ agent, showed up. 

After all the evidence had been presented all 
seven jockeys were ruled off for life under Rule 
145 of the Maryland Racing Commission which 
makes it an offense either to offer or accept a 
bribe. 

John Barry, who trained Gala Reigh, was 
found guilty of conspiracy and also barred from 
the turf for life. Byrne, the jockeys’ agent, was 
suspended from Maryland tracks for one year. 

The only evidence revealed at the hearing thal 
hadn't been brought out in the jockey’s sworn 
Statements to the Baltimore police was an auto 
mobile salesman’'s testimony that the day after 
the Baltimore Boat Race, Cruz had bought a jeep 
from him, trading in his jalopy and $779 in cash. 
The other six jockeys revealed that Cruz had 
Stalled them for a day or two about the payof! 
and then blandly informed them that “John” had 
taken a runout on him. 

All of which suggests that Commodore Cruz o! 
the famous Pimlico Boat Race should henceforth 
be referred to as Senor Howard Doble Cruz.

The DIGNITY of LABOR

O TO a neat junior high school 
in the Queens Borough section 
of New York City any school- 
day, and you’ll find tall, dark Philip 
P. Lynch earnestly and ably teaching 
a social science class. You'll never 
guess what he does at night. 

Then in the evening drop in at a 
near-by tavern, an orderly neighbor. 
hood place, and you'll wonder for. a 
moment where you've seen that 
swiftly efficient bartender before. He 
will look familiar. Naturally. It’s 
Mr. Lynch, the teacher, mixing a 
Martini. 

“T couldn't make ends meet on the 
$50 a week as a teacher,’’ he will say, 
as he’s said before. “I get $60 a week 
here for part-time. It’s one way out.”’ 

He is typical of many teachers. So, 
for example, is Alice Byrne, in Chi- 
cago. She teaches in the daytime. At 
night, she’s a golden-haired dancer in 
the chorus of the Rio Cabana, one of 
Chicago's top night spots. 

Like many teachers the country 
over, Alice can’t support herself, 
teach, and go to college for her mas- 
ter’s degree on her school-board pay- 
check. Her weekly salary as a teacher 
is $46.25, but she gets much more 
than that for dancing only on week 
ends. Dancing is steady work, too, 
with no summer layoffs. 

“Teaching is a lot harder than 
dancing,’ says Alice. “It’s more ex- 
pensive, too——-I've spent about $8,000, 
money earned by dancing, on my 
education to date, and I still have a 
year to go before I’m eligible to 
teach biology in high school, Then 
ll earn $235 a month and maybe I 
won't have to dance any more.” 

All over the country teachers are 
taking on outside jobs to be able to 
live on their teaching salaries. Many 
teachers, unfortunately, have been 
unable to resist the call of higher 
wages elsewhere, and have gone into 
other work. ‘That’s why there’s such 
a shortage of teachers today. 

Teachers’ colleges are only 60 per 
cent filled this year, according to the 
National Education Association. In 
Virginia, for example, only about one. 
sixth of the youths enrolled in teach- 
ers’ colleges actually plan to go into 
the teaching profession. While ex- 
perienced teachers are getting out of 
the profession, students are staying 
away in droves. 

In New York in 1940, 125 teachers 
resigned, for reasons other than re 
tirement from the schools. In just 
the first nine months of 1945, 1,092 
teachers found more happiness or 
more money elsewhere, and almost 
twice as many, 815, retired as in 1940. 

The reason is simple. A beginning 
teacher in New York gets $145 a 
month, $33 a week, for the full year. 
A beginning street cleaner gets a lit 
tle bit more, and he doesn't need a 
college degree, either. 

New York teachers figure that 
they get less money now, after two 
raises, than they did in 1928. Teach- 
ers are no longer excluded from pay- 
ment of income tax, and the pension 
payments have gone up. Add the in- 
creased cost of living to those two 
deductions and it’s easy to see that 
a school took home more 
money 18 ago than he or 
she does today. 

Of course, New York and Chicago 
are big cities, and teachers’ pay is 
by comparison pretty good. ‘The 
President's Committee on Higher Ed 
ucation reports that there are 127,000 
teachers who make less than $700 a 
year. Teachers in the State of Ark- 
ansas average $1,000 a year, and that 
figure includes the top salaries paid 
metropolitan high-school teachers, 
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feache)

expenses. Half as many pupils at 
tend schools which spend $6,000 per 
room per year.

Thompson, who receives $75 a week 
after 21 years of service, now adds 


$80 a week to her income by playing 
a character part in a Broadway play. 
A former fourth-grader of hers, now 
grown up, got her the job. An $80 a 
week Brooklyn assistant principal, 
Harry A. Kreimeier, makes an ad 
ditional $8 a day each week end as a 
railroad terminal usher.

OMETHING new is coming off 

Henry J. Kaiser’s assembly line. 

It's a house, half pre-fabricated 

and half to be completed on the site 
in about a month’s time. 

Designed to help relieve the worst 
housing shortage in our history, the 
new dwellings will be sold for the 
time being only to returned service 
men. No ex-GI not already on the 
Waiting iist stands much of a chance 
of getting a Kaiser roof over his head 
for some months because of the back- 
log of orders. 

When the war ended, Henry Kaiser 
decided what America needed for he 
demobilized fighting men, and quick- 
ly, was a multitude of low-cost homes. 

Wilson W. Wyatt, who was then 
National Housing Expediter, origi- 
nally set the goal at 2,700,000 homes 
for veterans by the end of 1947. 

However, now that building re- 
strictions and price ceilings on ma- 
terial have been lifted, there is con- 
siderable uncertainty over what course 
the housing shortage is likely to take 
during the next few months. 

To carry out his unique idea, 
Kaiser teamed up with Fritz Burns, 
a well-known Los Angeles builder and 
land developer. Burns had the hous 
ing knowledge. Since 1938 he’d con- 
structed some 5,000 small homes. He'd 
spent 20 years in the business. 

Each man put $2,500,000 into the 
organization. Kaiser’s portion was 
cash. Part of Burns’ matching amount 

in land. Profits were to be split 
Something like $3,500,000 was 
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Fashioned on an Assembly Line and 
the House Site. 


spent by the new firm, Kaiser Com- 
munity Homes, before the first house 
was built on its foundation. 

Both men concluded that the short- 
est route to their goal of speedy home 
building lay somewhere between pre- 
fabrication and orthodox, build-it-on- 
the-job- construction. The plan they 
follow today—-called something of a 
constructive milestone in an industry 
that has seen but few changes since 
earliest times—-combines both. 

Their basic material is plywood, in 
standard-sized sheets. It becomes the 
floors, it forms the sides, it is the ceil 
ing. Moving along one aisle in the 
vast, 15-acre fac tory, a vertical-grained 
piece of the stuff is scored into 
squares resembling parquet flooring 

In another aisle, two-by-four stud 
ding is set against plywood sheets in 
the proper places and quickly bonded 
with special glue to form walls. So 
powerful is this glue that the wood 
has been known to break before this 
adhesive gives way. 

Sections for outside walls get ply- 
wood only on one side. The other side 
will be plastered over, on the job. 
But sections used for inside partitions 
get plywood on both sides. 

As the floors and walls move 
along, windows and doors are cut in 
at suitable - intervals, and ceiling 
panels are added, with holes cut for 
lighting wires. 

Kisewhere, cabinet workers are 
piecing together commodious kitchen 
cabinets. ‘These form a complete kit 
‘hen wall with sink and drainboard

bathroom. The opposite bathroom 
wall is a wall of one bedroom. 

From the flat assembly line, each 
factory-finished part is hoisted up 
right and attached to a monorail that 
swings it along with the others to the 
loading dock. There big trucks back 
in and carry off these sections to the 
building site. 

At the site, a concrete foundation 
and floor has been laid to receive 
walls andeceiling. Each part, guided 
by workmen, is eased olf the truck 
into place and fastened. In an hour 
or so, the empty vehicle drives off. 

“Gone back for a final load, eh?’ 
a kibitzer asks, looking from the re- 
ceding truck to the half-finished house 
with its ribs of studding waiting 
for itS on-the-job coat of plaster 

“Nope,” a grinning workman 
answers, “We move in on the job now, 
nail the tar paper and wire over the 
studding, plaster over that, finish the 
roof, build the garage and porch and 
paint. Takes about a month.” 

The chief disadvantage of home 
standardization, however, is sameness.

The flames, bursting through the roof 
and windows, lighted up the night sky. 

Neighbors gathered from miles around. They 
could do nothing but stand by and watch the 
house burn. Then came Udderzook’s frightening 
statement about Winnie being in there. “I didn’t 
want to mention the matter until I’d looked 
around,” he explained. 

“Sir,” said Lowndes, “you would have been 
justified in alarming the whole neighborhood!” 

The flames subsided, and a body was found. 
John C. Smith, a neighbor, dragged it out with 
a long pole, and it was removed to the Lowndes 
stable. 


BAcK in Baltimore that same night, Udderzook 

related the details of the tragedy to a police- 
man, James S. McFarland. He suggested that the 
newspapers might be interested in the information 
that Winfield Scott Goss, the inventor, had been 
burned to death in his newly-established labora- 
tory in Waverly. 

The next morning, Neighbor Smith, who made 
a business of dealing in odds and ends, combed 
the ruins of Yorkhouse in search of Goss’ watch 
and jewelry. He had no luck, but a week later a 
brother of Goss, Alexander Campbell Goss, dis- 
covered Winnie’s watch, chain and keys at the 
spot where the body had been found. Neighbor 
Smith registered chagrin, as well as mystification. 
How had he missed them? 

Meanwhile, even before the unrecognizable re- 
mains had been interred, Winnie Goss’ widow, 
Eliza, had dispatched letters to various Insurance 
companies informing them of her bereavement. 
Hier reason for thus communicating with them 
was due to the fact that Goss, a great believer in 
insurance, had taken repeated precautions to pro- 
vide for her posthumously. 

Four years earlier, he had insured his life in 
the sum of $5,000 with a company in New York. 
Less than a year before the tragedy, he had taken 
a similar policy with another New York company. 
In the previous October, he had taken out $10,000 
in accident insurance with a Hartford, Conn., firm: 
and on Jan. 26, only a matter of days before the 
fire, he had arranged a $5,000 life policy with still 
a third New York company. 

As Goss’ iunnual income had never topped 
$1,200 the best years of his life, the companies 
were interested, if not flattered, by the inventor’s 
faith in the benefits of insurance. 

The coroner decided that the explosion of the 
kerosene lamp had been the cause of death, and 
the general feeling—-especially among members 
of his own family—-was that Goss had died an 
accidental, if extremely sudden death. But the 
insurance companies betrayed a marked lack of 
cooperation. 

Investigators for the companies had been in- 
formed that Winfield Goss and his brother Alex 
had been together at noon on Feb. 2 until the 
former had departed for his laboratory. Winnie 
had asked Alex to stay in town and collect some 
bills for him. According to Alex, he had _ per- 
formed this.favor and remained in his boarding 
house all evening. He said he had not heard of 
his brother’s demise until the next morning, 

A further check by the unsympathetic sleuths 
showed that, instead of staying home that night, 
Aléx had hired a horse and wagon in Baltimore, 
using the name “A. C. Arden,” and driven out into 
the country. ‘The investigators were unfeeling 
enough to suggest that Alex had met his brother 
somewhere near the laboratory and furnished his 
transportation to a railway station. 

The insurance operatives also thought it odd 
that, on the day before the fire, Winnie Goss had 
withdrawn his entire balance, $365.75, from a 
Baltifnore bank, 


A» THE four insurance companies continued to 
resist Mrs. Goss’ efforts to collect during the 
months that followed the tragedy, she instituted 
suit. In preparing their defense, the companies 
tried to extract from the widow as exact a de 
scription as possible of her late mate. But now it 
was her turn to refuse to cooperate. She wished 
to have no dealings with the companies except 
financial. 

Hiowever, the lawyers of the defense prevailed. 
Mrs. Goss furnished a description of Winnie, and 
also gave permission for an umation and 
autopsy. 

‘The description included the statement that her 
husband had possessed a perfect set of teeth, all 
of which had been his own, and that his: front 
teeth were quite regular. The autopsy, conducted 
by three physicians and a dentist, all chosen by 
the parties to the action, revealed that the indi- 
vidual mourned and buried as Winfield Goss had 
only two teeth in his upper and seven in his 
nether jaw! 

Then the companies decided to let the matter 
go to court, and the first of the prospective suits 
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opened in the U. S. Circuit Court in May, 1873. 

The jury heard the story of the fire. They 
heard about Alex and the hired rig, about Winnie 
closing out his bank: account. They heard the 
medical testimony about the teeth. And finally, 
they heard the story of Thomas D. Loudenslager, 
a fellow employe of Udderzook at the firm of 
Joseph Smith & Son. 

In the forenoon of the fire, Loudenslager re- 
lated, an express wagon had delivered a box to 
Udderzook—-a box some five feet long by about 15 
inches wide. It had been left on the sidewalk, and 
that afternoon Udderzook and Goss had loaded it 
on a wagon and driven off with it. 

“What’s in the box?” Loudenslager had in- 
quired at the time. 

“Some machinery for the laboratory,” Udder- 
zook had replied, according to the testimony. 

The suggestion of the defense, needless to say, 
was that the box had contained the mortal re- 
mains of a man. At that period in Baltimore, it 
should be pointed out, cadavers could be pur- 
chased, for dissection or other legitimate medical 
purposes, at $10 to $15 each. 

Despite all this testimony indicating a body- 
switching fraud, the 12 good men and true found 
for Mrs. Goss in the full amount of the insurance. 
They had wrestled with their consciences for five 
hours before ruling in favor of the poor widow 
who had sought justice against the powerful 
interests represented by the insurance companies. 

But still the companies wouldn’t pay. Indeed, 
they appealed the case. 

As a wider investigation got under way, Udder- 
zook left Baltimore late in June, 1873, on a little 
pertinent business of his own. He proceeded first 
to Philadelphia, and to the William Penn Hotel, 
where he met a man wearing dark spectacles, who 
had registered as Alexander Campbell Wilson. The 
latter was a well-set-up individual of about 40, 
with excellent teeth. 

On June 30, the two journeyed to Jenner- 
ville, Pa., where Udderzook had spent his boy- 
hood and where many of his relatives still re 
sided. Wilson remained in seclusion at the local 
hotel while Udderzook circulated through the 
community, explaining that his friend was an 
invalid in need of country air. The next morning 
he went to near-by Penningtonville and hired a 
horse and buggy from Albert Baidwin, a farmer. 
He expected to be back with the rig between 6 and 
¢ p. m., he said. 

However, he didn’t get back until 11:40. 

“What took you so long?” Gassoway Peters, a 
Baldwin employe, inquired. 

Udderzook replied, “A woman.” 

“A woman?” 

“My friend, when a man gets out with a 
woman, he loses all track of time.” 

Udderzook winked and departed. 

The following day, stableman Peters noticed 
that the buggy had been roughly used. The 
dashboard and bow irons were broken. ‘Two 
blankets were missing. ‘There were stains of what 
looked like blood on the floor. 

Between the seat cushions he found a seal ring 
with a bloodstone, and a collar button. 

One week later, Farmer Gainer P. Moore 
discovered the dismembered body of a man in 
a region known as Baer’s Woods. The teeth were 
in excellent condition. 

Once the body had been identified as Bill 
Udderzook’s ailing friend, Udderzook was ai 
rested on July 15 at West Chester. According to 
the charge, he had killed Wilson with a knife. 

“That’s not Wilson,” said the insurance com- 
pany detectives. “It’s Winfield Scott Goss!” 

They were right. 

The case came to trial on Oct, 23, 1873, with 
Udderzook being defended by, amony others, the 
lion. Wayne MeVeigh otf Harrisburg, who was 
known locally, at least as “the American 
Cicero.” Udderzook had meanwhile maintained 
his innocence, and his closer relatives, still inter- 
ested in collecting the Insurance, remained unanl- 
mously loyal. 

lLiowever, the defense had a bad time. 

Not only were the prosecutors able to estab 
lish that the body in the fire could not have 
been that of Goss; they were able to prove where 
he had hidden out in all the subsequent months. 
Mach of the time, from Nov. 29, 1872, until his 
final departure for the rendezvous with Udder 
zook, he had lived in a boarding house con- 
ducted by Mrs. Elizabeth ‘Toombs on Mulberry st., 
Newark, N. J. Mrs. Toombs identified Udderzook 
as a visitor known to her and the boarders as 
“Mr. Mullin.” 

One of the boarders, Michael O’Donnel, testi- 
fied that “Wilson” had mentioned in a confidential 
moment that he was interested in an insurance 
suit from which he expected to realize $15,000. In 
another conversation, said the witness, “Wilson” 
had boasted of how easy it was to fool the in- 
surance companies. “We might work together on 


a little scheme sometime,” he had added. 

Udderzook’s own brother-in-law, Samuel W. 
Rhoades, a farmer of Jennerville, gave particu- 
larly damaging testimony. 

He said that, on the day before the murder 
of Goss, the defendant had come to his house and 
suggested that Rhoades help him put away a man, 
for a fee of $1,000. Rhoades told the jury Bill had 
even written him a letter hinting at the matter. 

Alexander H. Barnitz, who had long worked 
in the same place with Goss, identified him from 
the prominent forehead, strong chest and facial 
characteristics. Others identified the bloodstone 
seal ring as having belonged to Goss. 

The outcome of all the testimony and oratory 
was a verdict of guilty as charged. No evidence 
was produced in court to show how or where the 
conspirators had obtained the body found tn the 
cottage, so that angle of the case remained un- 
explained. It was assumed that the body had 
been purchased at the current price of $10 to $15. 


EPPDERZOS 5 death sentence was affirmed 
July 2, 1874, by the State Supreme Court, the 
Board of Pardons at Harrisburg refused to com- 
mute the sentence to life, and the hanging was 
finally set for®Nov. 12. Udderzook kept insisting 
that he couldn’t possibly have killed his friend and 
brother-in-law, but he died on schedule, and a 
contemporary illustration of the event carried the 
headline, “A Fashionable Hanging,” possibly be- 
cause the hangman wore a high hat. 

The doomed man had wanted to make a speech 
under the gallows but, being dissuaded, he had 
written a last letter. In this he requested that 
he be buried in Baltimore, “if not in the same lot, 
at least in the same cemetery, with Mr. W. S&S. 
(;oss, a friend ever dear to me, that our bodies 
may return to the mother earth, and our spirits 
may mingle together in the bright sunny banks of 
deliverance, where pleasures never end.”

Here’s how to care 
for them: 

Floors at Their Best 

It is so fhuch easier to 
keep any floor—-varnished, 
painted, linoleum or what. 
ever looking its best with 
regular care than to restore 
it to good appearance if it 
has once been overlong 
neglected. 

A prerequisite of easy 
and efficient floor care is a 
Mopping floors may 
have sounded ominous in 
grandmother's day, but it 
really isn’t now, with mod- 
ern easy-wringing mops. 


Be careful not to use too 
much water at any time on 
your floors, and never let it 
stand and soak in. For 
washing any kind of floor 
surface, clean suds is the 
important factor, 

Be sure, too, that the mop 
is always clean. Wring it 
out in the suds and swab 
over a part of the floor. 
Then squeeze the mop 
tightly out of clear water 
and go over the suriace 
again. When the floor is 
thoroughly dry, apply a 
coat of wax.
